Easter d'awn services were moved 
Indoors or cancelled Sunday morn­ 
ing by early showers but churches 
throughout the county were jammed 
for regular services during the day 
despite the heavy showers that con­ 
tinued until shortly after noon. 
Umbrellas and raincoats covered 
Easter finery while borough police 
in Gettysburg had a struggle most 
of the today to untangle almost 
constant traffic jams that were 
aggravated by the bad weather. 
At the Presbyterian Church Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower, their 
son, Major John Eisenhower, and 
his wife and three children attended 
the 10:45 a m. service. The church 
was filled to capacity and ushers 
had to turn away late arrivals. 
Over Inch Of Rain 
The showers that started early in 
the day stopped early in the after­ 
noon after accumulating almost an 
inch of rain. Skies cleared briefly 
early in the evening but soon after 
IO o’clock the area was visited by 
its first thundershower of the sea­ 
son. 
Temperatures were chilly in the 
morning but rose to the mid-fifties 
by 
late 
afternoon. 
The 
Sunday 
morning low here was 41. 
Hotels, motor courts, restaurants 
and service stations reported the 
heaviest weekend of business so far 
this year. Traffic volume that had 
become 
heavy 
Friday 
afternoon 
continued through 
Saturday and 
Sunday. 
National Park report showed that 
while traffic here over the weekend 
made it the heaviest so far in 1958 
it was considerably less than Easter 
a year ago when the weather was 
a warm 87, the hottest April day 
in more than a decade. 
The reports from the Park office 
today showed there were 3,752 bat­ 
tlefield visitors in autos on Satur­ 
day while 240 others toured the 
park in seven buses. In spite of 
the rain on Sunday, there were 1,736 
on the field in cars and 89 in three 
buses for a weekend total of 5.817. 
The count for Easter weekend last 
year was 7,989.

ray bom bardm ent.

cells of bread mold and of hum an 
beings have the sam e basic chem ­ 
ical m aterials. 
T ests m ade in previous balloon 
flights, says Dr. DeBusk. indicate 
considerable dam age to the living 
cell and its genetic system from 
relatively light cosmic radiation. 
Tins m onth or in early May Dr 
DeBusk will pack 18 test tubes of 
bread mold and fly to M inneapolis 
for

tests yet. 
M innesota wa.* selected because 
there are greater concentrations 
of cosm ic rays in th a t northern 
area.
